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A DISQUIETING REPORT 
I The Information In the Mead War Investi- 
gating committee's annum report la neither 
pleasant nor new. But under present clreum- 
stanCM, It carries a particularly painful Jolt. 

The report tells an old story. The nillltao' 
Is flBhtlng the civilian agencies; the civilian 
ascncles are lighting each other; there la 
lack o( definite and co-ordinated Jurisdiction, 
responsibility and authority. Directly and In- 
lerentlQlly the present administration Is 
blamed for this. But tho oxccutlvo depart- 
ment's war setup has never been a model ol 
elflclency since the'natlonal defense program 
first started. 

Wo have won one war and are winning 
another. But we have done it more through 
superior atrcnsth, productivity, spirit and 
combat leadership than through exemplary 
management In Washington. 

^nce ogaln the committee report tells of 
reconversion plans that were started too late, 
Interrupted by army pressure for fear tho 
people would grow complacent, then resumed 
after Germany's defeat In a slow and 
stumbling manner. It again accuses the army 
ol hoarding manpower and supplies. It polnta 
out that freezing special skills and needed 
materia! can make a bad reconversion situ- 
ation worse. 

Tho report warns ol what may happen II 
the sudden end of the Japanese war finds the 
nation's business and industry unprepared, 
and unable to withstand an avalanche of 
workers It cannot employ and competitive 
surplus products that will swamp the civilian 
marlcet, 

Tho committee's urgent advice that the 
director of war mobilization and reconversion 
become the supervising, coordlnatins boss of 
all war agencies Is a step that should have 
been taken months, if not ycar.i ago. The 
ftdvice to the army to stop piling up unneedcd 

raterlal seems necessary. 
But equally necessary, it sems to ua, is an- 
other step that the government cannot order 
or leglBlate. That ts a drastic change of atti- 
tude in some of our biggest industries and 
labor unions. 

There have been grievous wartime sins by 
both »ldes— price cheating and inferior arma- 
ment production by some manufacturers, 
work stoppages on vitally needed, life-saving 
materlBls by some unions. 

But Instead of confessing these sins and 
trying to get together, both sides have spent 
tho war years in hurling vituperative charges 
and counter -charges, across the conference 
tables. In print, and on the air. They now 
have a difficult postwar problem to solve, 
which they must aolve together. But they 
have not yet made any real productive effort 
to find a foot of common ground on which 
to stand and face the task ahead.

ATOMIC — In tho long-range perspective, the dis- 
covery ol tho atomic bomb makes the United Slates 
the supreme military power on earth— bar none. 

ESporls agree that with our huge navy and air loreea 
and with this new naming sword wo have the Jump 
on all other nations and we can 
have tasting security It wa keep that 
lead. As a source ol peacetime power, 
cosmic energy would greatly expanf 
our producUvc machine, the basis o 
military might. 

In :03i the magnitude ol the mod' 
era elfort placed war beyond the 
capacity of smaller lUtes. But It U 
not generally reallted by the lay- 
man that the Invention of the V-a 
bomb altered this balance. Tho rock- 
et did not require vast amounts ol 
raw materials and an enonnous 
plant to manulacture IL 
A little nation might have. In the future, surreptlous- 
1y built and launched on Improved V-mlssUe against 
a big neighbor, and might have won a Quick victory. 

But this danger was eliminated by the arrival of 
the atomic bomb; only a great power like our- 
selves has Uie productive ability to make It, Now that 
it Is In our possession we could dispatch It to any 
hid din V-bomb lair and quickly wipe out that threat. 

BLITZING — But the atomic mlulle's possIblllUes 
are fully as amazing. We have on Up large numbera 
of B-39's and other giants about which we shall 
shortly hear a great deal -nort. 

Otflc:-l announcement has riot yet been made as 
to how soon (freat numbers of the new terror* will 
be available. But tho more threat of impending devas- 
tation possibly aided by Russian entry, seemingly 
compelled Japan to surrender. 

Ths most terrible previous esploelon on record oc- 
curred when the Mont Blanc, a munlUons ship wa« 
rammed In Halifax harbor In the last war Her 
cargo of 1,000 tims of TNT blew up, leveling one-third 
Ol Nov* ScotU city and killing ihouiana*. A single 
atomic bomb la eeven tlmea more powerful.
